WasuineTton, D. C., May 13.— [Special. 

The Federal offices for Northern Illinois have 
been fixed, with one exception, so far as 
Senator Farwell is concerned. The papers 
4 on fille in the different departments which 
Pe. 3 ber the Senator’s indorsement are for the 
ee following pe 8: 
William J. Campbell of Chicago; Collector of 
Internal Revenue, James Neff of Freeport; ‘ 
Sub- Treasurer, Chris Mamer of Chicago; 
Marshal, A. M. Babcock of Chicago; Attor- 
ney, Thomas E. Milchrist of Galva. Reopre- 
sentative Ab Taylor joins in most of these 
recommendations. Something has been 
‘heard in Washington about John Work of the 
West Side for Appraiser, but if he ig on tne 
. slate his papers have not yet been forwarded. 
There is reason to doubt whether any one 
_. has been agreed upon for Appraiser. Strong 
pressure was brought to bear to have John 
F. Scaolan indorsed for this place. Some 
plain hints were thrown out from the White 

House that the President intended to do 

 gomething for Scanian and would like to 

have the Senators and members agree upon 
him for a good place. They are understood 
to favor him for some position in the cus- 
toms service, possibly a special agency, 
which Scanlan doesn’t want. He started, 
out for the internal revenue office, and the 
papers he has filed are for that position. 

The choice of Col. Babcock for Marshal 
gives Ab Taylor’s district two places, and one 
of the objections to Scanlan is that he also 
lives on the South Side and that section can 
hardly claim three Federal offices. Scanlan’s 
friends claim that he need not necessarily 
be credited to any one district, as the Presi- 
gent is inclined to appoint him for his services 

in the campaign and not to satisfy a local 

demand. John York is said to be a brother- 

in-law of Mayor Boldenweck of Lake View 

and his indorsement was suggested by the 
Germans. 

Congressman Hitt did not know till lately 
that Mr. Neff was to be recommended for the 
internal revenue office. The candidate from 
his district was Sheriff Bishop of Ogie County 
and the Representative was working for the 
Sheriff. It has been evident that Mr. Bishop 
Was notin the hunt and Congressman Hitt 
will gracefully acquiesce in the present that 
is to de made his district by giving Mr. Neff 

the revenue office. 

Henry Dement’s hopes for the Marshal- 
ship are crusifed by the selection of Capt. 
‘Milchrist for District Attorney, but under 
the circumstances he could bardly expect 
‘any other result. The Representatives out- 
‘side of Chicago had all united with Gen. Hen- 
derson in his determination not to have De- 
ment, and the fight with the Senators would 
not have given Dement any certainty of suc- 
cess. 


Senator Cullom came in from New York 
this forenoon. He dropped in to the Treas- 
ury Department to see how Dr. Wilcox came 
to be named for Internal Revenue Collector 
without the Senators having a chance to 
recommend a candidate. Acting Secretary 
Batcheller was sympathetic and coneiliatory, 
as an official who had nothing to do with the 
appointment could afford to be. He agreed 
with Senator Culfom that where the terri- 
‘tory of an office went outside one Congres- 
‘gional District and into several, some of 
which were Democratic, the Senators should 
be consulted before an appointment was 
made. Neither the President nor Secretary 
Windom got back in time to be seen, but 
Senator Cullom will have a talk with them 
tomorrow. The hints thrown out today were 
that the sudden appointment of Dr. Wiicox 
was largely a White House matter. Senator 
_ ©ullom had gone away with what he sup- 
posed was a distinct understanamg that 
nothing was to be done towards selecting a 
successor to Cooper till towards the end of 
the fiscal year. He was in New York, and 
if any necessity for an immediate change ex- 
isted he could easily have been notified to 
come and present his man. But he wasn’t 
notified, and today he talked grimly about 
Cannon and other people. ‘Senator Cullom 
did not, however, hint that there was any in- 
tention on his part to have the appointment 
of Dr. Wiicox heid up. 
While the Senator was at the Treasury Joe 
Cannon was a stone’s throw away in the 
Department of Justice looking over tne pa- 
persin the Southern Marshalship case. It 
was hot and he removed his coat. He held at 
arm’s length a big bundle of documents.

WASHINGTON IRVING BISHOP IS DEAD. 


Following One of His Exhibitions the Mind 


Reuder 186 Fatally Stricken. 
New York, May 13.—[Speciai.]—Washing- 
the celebrated mind 
reader,“ died at ten minutes past 12 today at 


the Lambs’ Club, No. 


34 West Twenty-sixth 
street. Mr. Bishop 
came to this city Fri- 
day to sign a contract 
with Mr. Ritchie, his 
manager, and tock up 
his quarters at the 
Hoffman House. Last 
night he was invited to 
tne Lambs’ Club, 
where an entertain- 
ment and supper were 
deing given. Mr. 
Bishop took part in the 
entertuinment, and 
MIND READER BISHOP. gave a successful exhi- 
bition of his famous daggertrick. He then 
tried another trick entailing considerable 
mental effort, and was thereupon taken il). 
He was carried up-stairs and put to bed. He 
recovered almost at once so fully as to be 
able to go through witb the trick again, but 
was immediately taken ill again, this time 
more seriously. Drs. J. A. Thomas and C. P. 
Lee were called in and pronounced Mr. 
Bishop to be in an extremely dangerous con- 
dition. The physicians remained with him 
all night, using electrical and other appli- 
ances. At1lo’clock this morning he became 
much worse a eath followed. 
Washington irving Bishop was born in this 
city thirty-two years ago. His extraordinary 
feats in mind reading both in Europe and 
this city are weil remembered, as well as his 
eccentricities, due, as he declared, to his 
highly nervous temperament. His mother 
was infatuated with spiritualism, and when 
a mere youth Bishop learned to expose the 
tricks of mediums so as to cure his mother of 
her infatwation. He won much success in 
this line, ana then went to England, where 
Ke learned tne latest trick --! mind reading.” 
Bishop had been three times married. Little 
is known about the circumstances attending 
his first matrimonial venture, but it is said 
that his first wife, from whom he was di- 
vorced, is now the wife of a well-kown theat- 
rical manager in this city. The second Mrs. 
Bishop is the daughter of W. B. Mack, the 
wealthy inventor of Boston, and had 
previously been the wife of John Loud, a 
banter of that city. She was married to 
Bishop Dec. 4, 1886, at Boston by tne Rev. M. 
J. Savage. In December last year the second 
Mrs. Bishop began an action for divorce, 
which he claimed was the work of his wife’s 
parents. He was traveling about the country 
at the time, and flooded the newspapers of 
this city with copies of threatening dis- 
patches which Ne claimed to have received 
from her parents and others. He acted so 
strangely at the time that it was feared be 
was out of his mind. Mrs. Bishop was grant- 
ed a decree of divorce afew months ago. Mr. 
Bishop was married a third time to a woman 
in California recently. 


DENOUNCES THE SUNDAY NEWSPAPERS. 


The Rev. Arthur Little of Boston, an Ex- 
Chicagoan, Waxes Warm on the Subject. 
Boston, Mass., May 13.—[Snvecial.]—The 

Rev. Arthur Little, D. D., pastor of the Dor- 
chester Congregational Church and late of 
Chicago, delivered a vigorous address before 
the Evangelical Alliance here on Sunday ob- 
servance. He contrasted the comparative 
quiet of a Sunday in Boston with the excite- 
mentin the City of Chicago on that day, but 
this was far from being a Paradise. Excur- 
sions and Bunday newspapers were speedily 
converting Boston into a Faris. 

„But after all.“ said the doctor, “ the Sun- 
day newspapers are the greatest foes of 
Sabbath observance that we have to con- 
front anywhere throughout the length and 
breadth of the United States. They can’t 
get one of their issues across my threshold 
Sunday.“ This sentiment was greeted heart- 
ily by the ministers present, as was also the 
statement by Mr. Little that, to his mind, 
the Sunday newspaper is a most horrible 
mixture of sacred and profane matter; and 
the sightof the excursionists who gather 
about Plymouth Rock Sundays in summer 
was enough, he thought, to cause the passen- 
gers of the original Mayflower to rise in 
their graves.

Many Americans Witness the Performance 
—The Costumes @f the Players Produce 
a Rich Blending of Colors—Lines Deliv- 
ered on the Stage Accompanied by the 
Incessant Efforts of the Orchestra—How 

a Warrior Won a Royal Bride. 
HE Imperial Chinese 
Dramatic Company, 
from San Francisco,“ 
gave its first perform- 


ance last night at the 


Madison Street Thea- 
tre. They were at- 
tired in such a glory 
of raiment as the Ki- 
ralfy brothers never 
dreamed of. They 
moved in a sheen of 
colors, like peripatei- 
ic rainbows. 

c i All the Chinamen 

“yuu in town were present. 
Their seats cost them regular theatre prices; 
they braided tneir pigtails with more than 
usual care; and they brought their wives and 
children with them. 

Nothing so fashionable has ever happened 
in the Chinese world of Chicago. 

There was also a sprinkling of Americans. 
Artists came to study the costumes; men of 
letters to catch the dialogue; musicians to 
study the native orchestra. 3 

Five musicians stationed themselves at the 
back of the stage. One clad in white waved 
two chopsticks and seated himself in a 
litter of wood, which subsequently took 
shape as a multitude of drums. 

There was an overture. Itsounded like the 
caterwauling of a hundred babies, The chil- 
dren who screeched in the audience were 
musical in comparison with the orchestra. 

The play began. 

The Emperor of China, an elderly gentle-

man, with a singular habit of tymg his 


beard over his mouth, sat on his throne—a- 


primitive machine formed by placing a stool 
on an ordinary kitchen chair and throwing 
a piece of rich brocade over both. The Em- 
peror’s voice, Originally as faint as the wail 
of an infant, was now wholly muffled in his 
beard. His wife and daughter sat on either 
side of ‘him, and courtiers holding spears 
stood before him. The blending of hues in 
the robes of this group was fantastically 
rich. 

The royal session began with a topical 
song by the Emperor. The gong banged; the 
flutes blew; the fiddle scraped ; the drummer 
worked himself into ulsions; and stiil 
the Emperor went on confiding local hits to 
his beürd, and his family’ sat around nim, 
grim and stolid. 

The next to arrive on the scene was Gin 
Sling, a warlike young gentleman married 
to the Princess. Though warlike Mr. 
Sling had studied the cancan in 
Parisian schools. Whenever the Emperor 
addressed him he had away of elevating 
one of his feet in the air and throwing a de- 
murely unconventional glance on his bride, 
in the manner of Fay Templeton singing 
like it.“

But how old is this play?” 

About 3,000 years.“ 

And is the cancan 3,000 vears old?” 

“Ah, sir, all the arts began in China. 
From China, centuries afterward, they 
spread to the West.“ 

Gin Sling had hardly made his obeisance 
when there was a terrific thumping of gungs 
and wooden drums, and lo, the hero of the 
drama came on the boards. 

This was Soo San Jane, the fiery rebel 
who declined to obey the Emperor or listen 
to the Emperor’s topical songs. He had a 
long black beard running down to his knees, 
and a pair of streaming black whiskers, 
which he caressed in moments of emotion. On 
his head he wore a bolster ornamented with 
balls of colored worsted and with two pro- 
truding feathers,.each of which must have 
been twelve feet iong. On his back were 
four white flags. The rest of his attire was 
brilliant patchwork. 

The Emperor, in another operatic effort, 
aided by two gigantic ombals, which were 
clashed in his royal ear, depicted Gin Sling 
to fight the rebel Soo San Jane; and Gin 
Sling presently appeared in a bolster rival- 
ing that of his adversary and with four 
dragon flags matching the four white flags 
of Soo San Jane. 

Then began an extraordinary duel. 

Soo San Jane, waving a walking-stick, 
supposed to represent a spear, caressed his 
yard and ahalf of whisker and told Gin 
Sung what a terrible fellow he was. The 
gone-beater accompanied him tremendously. 

After which Gin Sling started to tell Soo 
San Jane that he, too, was a broth of a boy. 
The impartial gong-beater rounded off his 
periods in grand style. 

WONDERFUL DEATH SCENE. 

The combatants crossed walking-sticks. 
As they did so each gave a little kick which 
is suppased to be symbolical of the French 
cancan. 

“That,” said the interpreter,

He looked at Gin Sting, as though saying, 
„'m ail right, old boy, and executed a few 
more steps of the French cancan. 

Gin Sling was so much astonished by this 
strange recovery that he, too. was caught 
napping. Soo San Jane prodded him in the 
back with tne waiking-stick; and then it 
was Gin Sling’s turn to go through the move- 
ments of approaching dissoluwon, and to re- 
cover miraculously. ' 

This was repeated at least a dozen times. 
After which Gin Sling, though the audience

She armed her- 
self with Gin Sling’@ spear. She began 
in the usual way by ging about the 
number of men she ad killed; she per- 
formed the traditional Steps of the French 
cancan, and then she wont for Soo San Jane 
hammer and tongs. 

A TOUCH OF RATURE. 

But alas for the weakwess of woman. She 
had no sooner crossed Cars with her hus- 
band’s slayer than sh@feli desperately in 
love with him.

Soo San Jane was taken before the Em- 
peror, who sang one of his topical songs in 
honor of the event. The Princess, formerly 
Mrs. Gin Sling, pleaded for her lover’s life. 
it was granted. She Was ieft to wedded 
happiness with the mandarin of her choice. 

At the wedding breakfast he poisoned her, 
wishing to acquire her heritage to the throne. 
She died in Sarah Bernhardt’s best manner; 
and just as Soo San Jane, hero and villain, 
was dancing his customary cancan she walked 
into the room as hearty as ever, and invited 
him to put up his dukes”’ once more. Her 
invitation being politely accepted, Mr. Soo 
San Jane was soon laid out cold and stark, 
and the play ended with the Emperor’s abdi- 
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cating in favor of Gin Sline’s widow and 
atoning for all his topical songs by perform- 
ing hara-kiri. 

The Chinamen in the audience gravely 
arranged their pigtails; gathered up their 
wives and children; bowed across the foot- 
lights to Mr. Ke Chung and his company, and 
departed. : 


THERE WILL BE NO BALLOT REFORM. 


Gov. Hill Vetoes the Saxton Bill Pa«sed by 
the New York Legi<lature. 

ALBANY, N. V., May 13.— [Special. — There 
is to be no ballot reform this year. Gov. 
Hili sent the expected veto of the Saxton 
bill to the Assembly tonight. It cited no 
comment, except by its length, the Governor 
needing a great deai of room to explain why 
he sees fit to defy publicdemand and to deny 
the people the reform so urgently needed. 

The Republicans took the veto with looks 
that said We told you so.“ while the more 
decent Democrats looked nota little ashamed. 
The veto was laid on the table, there being 
no use of attempting to pass the bill in spite 
of it. 

Mr. Saxton said: “It is strange that Gov. 
Hill alone can find reasons to veto this bill. 
The Democrats of the West make it a party 
question. It must be that he believes and 
knows such a law would end politicaily David 
Bennett Hill. I don't think we will pass the 
Governor’s bill, called the Linsom bill” It 
may have good points, but it is too late in the 
session to consider it. Besides, we are not 
here to pass laws at the Governor’s dictation. 
Furthermore, the vital prirciple of the ex- 
clusively official ballot must not be aban- 
doned. Without it there can be no ballot re- 
form, and the Governor kuows it. His pre- 
tense about wanting ballot reform is thus 
clearly shown. The Republicans are content 
to let the people of the State deal with the 
man who has tonight deliberately, for pur- 
poses of his own, prevented them from se- 
curing the purity of the ballot.” 

Other Republicans taiked in the same 
strain.

Boomers Gathering on the Dakota Border 
—What Secretary Noble Says. 

Pierre, Dak., May 13.—[Special.]—The 
boom for the Sioux Reservation still contin- 
ues and the excitement is daily growing 
greater. The prospects are that before sixty 
days the boom will equal if not exceed Okla- 
homa times. An agent representing a colony 


of 600 families from the Devil's Lake district | 


in North Dakota is on the ground to arrange 
for the colony to come at once when the suc- 
cess of the Sioux Commission is practically 
assured. The ferry at Pierreisdoing a big 
business, already transferring prospective 
homeseekers across the Missouri Ruver. 
where they generally make improvements 
enough to mark out the spot where their 
claims will be. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 13.—Secretary 
Noble has directed that a prompt and_thor- 
ough investigation be made of the published 
report that settlers are now unlawfully eu- 
tering me Sioux Reservation in anticipation 
of a favorable result of the pending negotia- 
tions for a cession to the United States of a

RESIDENTS OF HYDE PARK ALARMED

Colombian Papers Hoping for Assistance 
and Protection from the United States. 
PANAMA, May 4.—Never in its history has 
the isthmus presented the scene it offers to- 
day. Thousands of people out of work, busy 
centres of activity along the canal aban, 
doned, and many hundreds of houses de- 
serted by their former residents. The 
smaller villages are almost uninhabited. 
Colombian interior papers have been pub- 
lishing extensive articles respecting the prob- 
ability of assistance being obtained in the 
United States for the completion of the 
canal, and they are almost unanimous in

IS THERE TO BE A WAR? 


Brazil Said to Be Making Active Preparh- 
tions for Hostilities. 0 

PANAMA, May 4.— The following is a trans 
lation from an article headed “War” which 
lately appeared in the Jornal da Commercio of 
Rio de Janeiro: 

“There is no doubt that the Government 
is preparing for war. To the questions of 
the press, to the insinuations of the public, 
which desires to learn what is going on, it 
answers with silg@ncée—which is the most elo- 
quent proof of the probabilities of an imme- 
diate war. 

“The question is a serious one, ahd we 
pray that God will not allow the Government 
to throw us into a war which will cost much 
money, and, what is worse, the blood 
of our brothers. Kumor asserts. the 
Brazilian Government can do noth- 
ing to prevent a conflict between 
Bolivia and Paraguay, since our Government 


nas suffered a check from the first power, 


which will seize the territory in dispute. It 
is also evident that a treaty of alliance exists 
between Brazu and Paraguay, and one 


which, while strengthening the Republic, 


guarantees the interests of Brazil. 

There is no doubt that we are preparing 
for war since everything indicates that one 
is imminent. The Government is the only 
responsibie party in this matter and it will 
have to give an answer to the coun- 
try. But what this answer will be 
God only knows, now that the honor of the 
Brazilian flag can only be sustained by bath- 
ing it in the blood of our brothers of 
America. Let us not de told that 
war is not at our doors. The inti- 
mate relations existing between the Para- 
guayan and Brazilian Governments are 
well known, and itis known we hold inter- 
ests in Paraguay, and therefore under the 
pretense of preventing an invasion of our 
territory we send to our frontiers an army 
which is five times larger than is necessary. 
And yet we want to pretend we are not 
threatening Bolivia, and ina manner which 
may cost usa high figure.”

AN INCIDENT WHICH MAY HAVE A 
BEARING ON THE TRUNK MYSTERY, 


The Night Andreas’ Skiff Is Made Away 
With Three Men Attempt to Get Pos- 
session of One of Frank Derock’s Crafts 
—Is Woodruff Concealing Some Facts? 
—Cronin Has Not Been in Toronto 
—Local Irish Nationalists Believe That 
Has Been Removed.” 

Sunday it developed that John Andreas, 
the boatman at the foot of Diversey street, 
had lost a boat Saturday nicht. May 4. His 
place is not more than 200 yards from the 
spot in the park at which Woodruff, the pris- 
oner, says the body was taken from the 
trunk. When interviewed’ yesterday after- 
nooh Andreas said he had been waked at 1 
o’clock Saturday night by the strong wind. 
He went to the beach to see if any of his 
boats were in danger. He missed none, 
In the morning a skiff cavable of 


holding half a dozen men was gone. 


While Andreas said he could not swear that 
the boat was in its place at 1 o’clock, yet he 
felt quite sure it was. His statement, in 
view of afresh incident gleaned yesterday, 
fixes with tolerable certainty the time of the 
bout’s disappearance between 1 o’clock and 
daylight. | 
Frank Derock, a sturdy, middle-aged Ger- 
man, has a boathouse a short distance north 
of Andreas’ place. It cannot be reached 
from the park by the beach. The only way 
to reach it is to go two blocks north on Lake 
Shore avenue, which is a continuation of the 
Lake Shore drive, and then a distance of 300 


feet northeast to the beach. 

For a moment let it be conceded that Wood- 
ruff anc his two companions, King and Fair- 
burn, have taken a body which they wish to 
dispose of from the trunk at tue spot at 
whick Woodruff says he halted his wagon. 
This spot is in aclump of bushes directly in 
front of the park opening into Lake Shore 
avenue, and not 100 yards from the opening. 
Andreas’ boats are drawn up on his beach 
200 yards distant from where the three 
men stand. But owing to the ab- 
sence of trees in the northeast cor- 
ner of the park Andreas’ place is 
much exposed. A park patrolman strolling 
within half a mile of that corner on a clear 
night would notice persons on Andreas’ 
beach. But the men have come prepured 
with a knowledge of the surrounding terri- 
tory obtained beforehand. They make for a 
point from which they may escape the obser- 
vation of a policeman. Sucn a point is De- 
rock’s beach. 

But an unexpected happening interferes 
with their prearranged design. They are 
forced to retreat from Derock’s. They re- 
trace their steps along Lake Shore avenue to 
the park, and then, no other resource being 
at hand, they run the risk of detection on 
Andreas’ beach, which they had intended. to 
avoid, and succeed in getting rid of the body 
by means of Andreas’ missing skiff. 

That this was the program of the men is 
strikingly borne out by astatement made 
yesterday afternoon by Derock to a TRIBUNE 
reporter. He said that Saturday night he 
was aroused by the barking of his dog. 
Going to the door he saw three men trying to 
haul into the water one of his boats. 

„What are you doing there!“ he hallooed. 

One of them muttered something, and De- 
rock cmed at them to be off or he would turn 
loose the dog. The men talked among them- 
selves a moment and tren advanced to with- 
in four feet of the door. The biggest of the 
three said: 

We did not know any one lived here or 
we would not have tried to take your boat 
without asking. We want to go fishing and 
are willing to pay you for a boat.”’ 

Derock told them that the lake was too 
rough and to come around at daylight. 

„The lake wasn’t rough,“ said Derock, 
put I didn’t want torent my boat when 1 
couldn’t look after it. They insisted. When 
they saw 1 was stubborn they walked guick- 
ly away, toward Lake Shore avenue. Reach- 
ing the corner of the fence there they 
stopped a moment. No; I couldn’t say posi- 
tively that they picked anything up. But 
I’m certain that two of them stooped down.“ 

Did they have any fishing tackie?”’ 

„Not a bit.“ 

„Describe the meu.“ 

The one who did the talking was a thick- 
set, rather tall man, witn dark hair, and a 
heavy mustache. The other two stood be- 
hind him and, in the dark, looked like boys 
about 18.“ Woodruff would so impress one 
in the dark. 

It Woodruff continued with King and Fair- 
burn, as Derock’s story might imply, it would 
accord with the impression made on every 
one who has interviewed the prisoner that 
he knows more about the disposition of the 
body than he has told. He saia to Capt. 
Schaack Saturday that it was useless to con- 
tinue dragging the North Pond. That the 
three men remained together during the 
whole affair is tne evidence of the Lake 
View officers who saw the wagon at different 
points going to and coming from Evanston 
avenue and Sulzer street. Moreover, it is not 
likely that two of the men would walk in 
towa from the northern limits of Lincoln 
Park after such a piece of business when 
thev had a wagon at hand. 

oodruff was before Justice Doyle yester- 
day morning charged with horse stealing.

A Chicago Man Establishes the Fact That 
the Stories Telegraphed Were “ Fakes.” 
Patrick McGarry, the boiler manufacturer, 

one of the committee appointed by Dr. Cro- 

nin’s friends at the meeting at the Grand 

Pacific Hotel Saturday, was desailed by his 

committee to go to Toronto for the purpose 

of investigating the reported presence of Dr. 

Cronin in Canada. He left last Sunday 

evening at 100’clock, armed with a photo- 


graph and signature of the missing man, and 


the following dispatch was received from 
him last evening: , 

TORONTO, Ont., 9:26 p. m., May 13.— T. T. Conk- 
lin, No. 468 North Clark street: Proprietor and 
clerk on duty do not recognize Cronin’s picture 
as stopping at Rossin House last week. Name 
not registered at all. No signature resembles 
Cronin’s. Reported interview did not take place.

THE CHARLESTON AT SAN FRANCISCO. 


Arrival of the Cruiser to Be Perfected for 
a Second Trial. - 

San Francisco, Cal., May 13.— The warship 
Charieston arrived here tonight from Santa 
Barbara, the builders deciding to return to re- 
dress the slides of the starboard high pressure 
engine before giving her a second trial. 
Naval officers detailed to inspect the Charies- 
ton declare that with a well developed horse 
power of 5,500 she is one of the fastest 
fighting ships in he world. During seven- 
teen minutes’ run of the Charleston in Saita 
Barbara Channel Saturday the actual horse 
power developed was 5,223, at which an av- 
erage speed of 1544 knots. was maintained 
with 107 revolutions of the propeller. 

Soon after leaving Santa Barbara Sunday 
morning the’@hiv was driven at a speed of 
seventeen and three-tenths knots with a nat- 
ural draft and making easy steam. This was 
with a development of 4,780 horse power. 
When off Point Concepcion the thrust bear- 
ing of the portengine was warmed up and 
the ship was stopped to examine it. As soon 
as the thrust caps had been taken off and 
cleansed and repiaced the cruiser went ahead 
again, runniog at an average of twelve knots 
to seventy-two revolutions of the propeller 
until reaching here tonight. 

Wasnineton, D. C., May 13.—Chief Engi- 
neer Melville is of the opinion that the cruiser 
Charleston will succeed in making the neces- 
sary 7,000 horse power in another trial. It 
appears that tne trouble with the port eu- 
gine was located in the cross-head guide, 
which had been the only faulty spot shown 
in the trip down from San Francisco. When 
the fault was developed recourse was had to 
the device of placing a shim, or thin wedge 
of metal, between the troublesome points, 
and this expedient was probably not suffi- 
cient to meet the case. The trouble is not 
serious and can be remedied aboard 
ship, if. indeed, it has not been 
already done. The fact that the  boil- 
ers made steam so rapidly that they 
were blowing off during the trial is regarded 
by the engineers as promising the realization 
of the horse power requirement when the 
defect in the port engine is corrected arid the 
steam can all be used. Increased speed is 
looked for upon the next trial, because the 
coal is being used un rapidiy and the vessel 
is being lightened. The contract requires the 
vessel to show 7,000 horse power in order 
that the builders may secure the full contract 
price. She may be acvepted if she makes 
6,000 horse power, but any deficiency below 
7,000 will subject the contractors to a penalty 
of $100 for each horse power lacking. To 
succeed fully the vessel must develop 1,500 
horse power more than she did Saturday. 


ASSEMBLIES OF PRESBYTERIANS, 


Both the Northern and Southern Bodies 
Meet Thursday to Do Business. 

New York, May 13.—[Special.]—Next 
Thursday will mark the beginning of the 
most important event of the year in the his- 
tory of the Presbyterian Church. On that 
day will be held the opening meeting 
of the Northern General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church. At Chattanooga, 
Tenn.. on the same day there will meet the 
Southern assembly. It had been hoped that 
this centennial year would have been made 
still further memorable by the amalgama- 
tion of these two bodies, but the stormy 
scenes which attended the discussion of 
what is known as the Southern question“ 
last year showed that the times were not yet 
ripe for organic union, and hope is still de- 
ferred. 

Perhaps nothing will attract wider general 
interest than the debate upon propositions 
for the revision of the Book of Faith in the 
Northern assembly. Last year the Prespby- 
tery of New York was appointed a commit- 
tee to consider the matter. Of this commit- 
tee Dr. Howard Crosby is Chairman, and 
he has openly expressed himself in favor 
of a revision of tne chapters entitled 
„ God's eternal servers.“ Many prominent 
Presbyterians agree with him in this opinion. 
The clauses in this chapter which liberal 
Presbyterians regard as standing ia need of 
revision are the third, fourth, sixth, and sev- 
enth, and they concern the doctrine of pre- 
destination. The tuird is as follows: By 
the decree of God for the manifestation 
of His glory, some men and angels are pre- 
destinated unto everlasting life, and others 
foreordained to everlasting life.“ The other 
clauses present variations of the same ideas, 
and they are said to be stumbling-blocks in 
the way of many Presbyterians in this nine- 
teenth century. The question of codpera- 
tion with the Southern Church will also 
come up, but it is not expected that it will 
assume a heated phase, as the idea ot or- 
ganic union by common consent has been 
laid aside.

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STORRS’ SON IN PRISON. 


ARRESTED ON AN INDICTMENT CHAR 
GING HIM WITH BLACKMAIL 


While Waiting to Plead He Is Served 
with Papers fora Divorce Proceeding— 
Minister Lincoln Receives Several Noted 
Visitors and Will Sall Tomorrow Count 
de Vermont Advises His Brother to 
Commit Murder — Other New York 
News. ) 

New York, May 18.—[Spevial.]—George M. 
Storrs, the son of the late Emery A. Storrs 
of Chicago, was brought before Recorder 
Smyth today in the Court of General Ses- 
sions, having been arrested on an indictment 


charging him with blackmail. He was un- 


able to furnish bail, and was remanded to 
the prison. On leaving the building a sum- 
mons was served upon him by a Deputy Sheriff 
in civil proceedings brought by his wife. Her 


maiden name was 
ana she applies for a limited di- 


vorce. She alleges in her complaint 
that Storrs deserted her and charges 
various acts of cruelty at No. 36 West 
Twelfth street. in this city, and at the 
Palmer House, Chicago, in 1586 and 1887. 
She declares that she was compelled to live 
apart from her husband with her sister and 
brother-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. P. H. Stafford 
of Essex County, N. Y. The domestic infe- 
licities of Mr. and Mrs. Storrs came before 
the publicin March, 1886, when they were 
living atthe Madison Hotel, No. 239 West 
Fourteenth street, in this city. There an at- 
tempt was made by Mr. Storrs to kidnap his 
little boy, then 18 months old. This endeavor 
was foiled, Storrs was arrested, and the child 
was returned toits mother. Since that time 
Storrs nas been eager to obtain the custody 
of the child, and Mrs. Storrshas been vigi- 
lant in preventing his doing so. The widow 
of Emery A. Storrs died last summer, and, 
as she did notapprove of Mrs. Storrs Jr., 
she so devised her property, by her will, that 
the interest only could be devoted to the 
child’s maintenance. Out of the desire to 
manage the child’s income has arisen. 
much of the present domestic 
trouble, The criminal proceedings 
that culminated today in the arrest 
of Storrs are founded on a letter addressed 
to his wife, dated Chicago, Feb. 21, 1589, in 
which, in language impolite, he says: You 
are an unfit. person to be the custodian of an 
innocent little child. You have tried to 
poison his mind against his father and you 
have attempted to keep him away from me. 
You are thoroughly under the control of 
Stafford. You have no mind of your own; 
you are a weak, miserable, abandoned 
wretch. I know your whole lying family 
and have left no stone unturned to prove 
every word | say—that you are all a bad lot. 
Ii I had not been compelied to marry you by 
Stafford with threats, where would you have 
been today? You consort with fast 
women. I know enough about you lat- 
terly that I almost feel myself unfit 
to speak with honest men after having lived 
with such a blackmailing adventuress as 
ou. ‘There will be a law passed in the next 
gislature of New York legitimizing chil- 
dren born out of wedlock, and when that 
law comes I shall hunt you out to the utter- 
most ends of the earth, and I shall get the 
child which you claim to be mine. Your 
whole family are a bad lot, and you are the 
lowest, most miserable, abandoned .wretch 
that I have ever heard of. It sickens me to 
write to you. I know you as you are, unfit 
to be the mother of a child—the child that 
I will have, if he is mine, if I live three 
months longer.“ 

It was a mooted question among the 
officials of the District Attorney’s office 
whether the letter afforded a basis for sus- 
taining a charge of blackmail. Inquiries 
the fact that the friends of Mrs. 
Storrs bad submitted to Assistant District 
Attorney Lindsay the letter with her state- 
ment, and he had pen an official opinion 
that the charge of blackmail could not be 
sustained. Subsequentiy Assistant District 
Attorney Doss Passos instructed the grand 
jury that he believed that there was enough 
to warrant an indictment.

He said that the only object of his wife and 
her friends was to get possession of the 
child for the sake of the money that the 
grandmother left.

Chicago Loses an Eleven Inning Game 
Through MecQuaid’s Unfair Decision. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa. May 13.—[Special.1—A 
bad decision of Umpire McQuaid, resulted 
in an eleven innings game between the Chi- 
cago and Philadelphia teams this afternoon and 
in a victory for the Quakers after a battle so ae- 
terminediy fought as to stir the crowd of 2,500 
people to the greatest enthusiasm again and 
again. Itoceurréd in the fourth inning, after 
Thompson and Mulvey had been retired ona 
brilliant double play by Pfeffer and Anson. Chi- 
‘ eago had captured three runs in the first inning, 
and after the two men mentioned had been re- 
tired in the fourth the score still stood 3 to O in 
favor of Chicago. Clements, who just now 
had a batting streak, followed the play with a 
scorching grounder to short. It went so fast that 
Ryan had not time to take a single step in any 
direction. Fortunately, or unfortunately as we 
may regard it, the ball struck Ryan's foot and 
bounded a distance of eight or ten feet away 
from him. It was quickly captured, however, 
and accurately thrown to Anson. 

Clements was fulfy six feet from the bag when 
the ball struck Anson’s hands, and the Chicagos 
Marted to come in from the field. McQuaid. 
however, who had kept his position behind 
the plate, motioned to Clements to hold the 
base, and walked to his position behind the 
pitcher. The incoming players stopped, and a 

burst of astonishment fell upon the crowd, only 
to be followed by a murmur of applause and 
then acheer as Anson disgustedly waved his 
men back to their positions, and Clements pre- 
pared himself to steal second. There was no 
need of any such attempt, however. Dwyer 
seemed a trifle rattled by the manifestly unfair 
decision, and sent a straight one over the plate, 
which Farrar caught for two bases. Hallman's 
double then scored both Farrar’ and 
Clements, and Wood's single to centre 
scored Hallman. Delehanty finally ended 
the matineé by flying out to Duffy. McQuaid’s bad 
decision, however, had given Philadelphia four 
base hits to which it was in no way entitled and 
had tied the score by helping the home team to 
three runs. Every man in the press box frankly 
expressed the belief that the decision was wrong, 
and after the game the Philadelphia players 
themselves admitted that Clements was plainly 
out.

Although Chicago was robbed of a victory, the 
game was a great one. Neither side was abie, 
after the score was tied, to get a man around 
the bases, although on one or two occasions 
each got a base runner as far as third. to see him 
die there as the result of some brilliant piece of 
fielding or unlucky bit of batting. There were 
three double plays—all of them prettily executed 
—while some of the fleiaing work was worthy of 
a gold frame and a red cord with a silk tassel.

Not only has the Turf Alliance (Eastern Book- 
makers’ Association) failed to secure the betting 
privilege at Gravesend, but they are likely to be 
shut out of any track managed by the Dwyers 
The latter asked $100 a day for each stand or $85 
a stand if straight and place mutuals were sold. 
Tne alliance offered $5 each for the stands, and 
did it in a dictatorial monner. one condition be- 
ing that mutuals should not bésold.

MONSTER RAILWAY ALLIANCE. 


The Wisconsin Central to Control Lines 


from Ocean to Ocean. 

Boston, Mass., May 13.—[Special.]—The 
recent interchange among the officials of the 
Atchison, Wisconsin Central, and Northern 
Pacific has given rise to much speculation in 
railroad circles here. Amoog these changes 
have been the admission of Mr. Abbott into 
the Atchison directory, the resignation of 
President Colby of the Wisconsin Central to 
be a director on the Northern Pacific, and the 
election of Mr. Hoyt of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral to the Vice-Presidency of tbe Oregon 
Transcontinental. This, it was thought, 
must be some important railroad deal, and to- 
day a business-man whoison the inside of 
these roads gave this explanation of it 
all: “The Wisconsin Central is now repre- 
sented in two of the largest roads of the 
United States—the Northern Pacific and the 
Atchison. It has aiso an, interest in the 
Oregon Transcontinental, which controls the 
Northern Pacific through Mr. Hoyt. Mr. 
Villard and Mr. Smith are on the best of 
terms with the trustées of the Wisconsin 
Central. The Wisconsin Central’s depot in 
Chicago, built by the Great Western Uom- 
pany, which it controls, is large enough to 
accommodate six railroads. Its situation 
is unexcelled, and offers unlimited terminal 
facilities.

The Legislature ison the point of passing 
the bill introduced by Mr. Millerof Stark 
setting aside one of the two State peni- 
tentiaries—presumably the one at Chester— 
as areformatory prison where those convicts 
who, it is believed. are anxious to turn over 
a new leaf can be sent to be instructed in the 
usual branches of industry. Provision is 
also made for their release on parole before 
they have served out their time if the peni- 
tentiary officers are convinced of the reulity 
of their reformation. 

This is an admirable measure, It is a rec- 
ognition of certain enlightened principles of 
prison management upon which some other 
communities acted long ago. It should become 
the law here. But before the friends of the 
measure reach the vote on the final passage 
of the bill they should ask themselves 
whether one of its provisions is not unwise 
and calculated to defeat the object they are 
aiming at. The third section provides: 


Every sentence to the penitentiary of 4 person 
convicted of a felony, except for murder, who 
shall not 1 bave- been convicted of a 
felony and served term in some penal institu- 
tion, may be. if the court decree it best, a gen- 
eral sentence of imprisonment in such reforma- 
tory prison. 


Since confinement in the reformatory will 
not be looked on as being as disgraceful as 
that in the penitentiary, will not the lawyer 
and friends of every man who is not a mur- 
derer or a second-termer make an appeal to 
the court to give the milder sentence? Such 
appeals are hard to resist, and if they are 
yielded to how Jong will it be before the re- 
formatory is overflowing with convicts, many 
of whom may be hardened criminals, though 
they may never have been convicted before? 
They may bave practiced crime for years, 
but have been lucky enough to escape a previ- 
ous.conviction. A score of such in a reform- 
atory would quickly root out the good prin- 
ciples that were being instilled into the 
minds of the less hardened offenders. It may 
be said that aconvict will not like to take 
the chances of a general sentence.“ That 
means that the jury does not flx the number 
of years. Aman sent to the reformatory 
under those circumstances for robbery cou! a, 
if he behaved well, be discharged by the 
Commissioners in one year, which is the 
minimum term, or be held for fourteen, 
which is the maximum. But it 1s safer to 
conclude that nine-tenths of the men sen? 
down by the IIlinois courts would be sen- 
tenced to the reformatory, and that institu- 
tion would be packed far beyond its capacity, 
while Joliet would have but a few hundred 
inmates. 

Thisis not the most serious matter, how- 
ever. The bill provides that those convicts 
whom it is expected to reform shall be em- 
**ploved and instructed in the usual branches 
“of industry.” To do that takes money. 
But nowhere in the bill is there a hint of an 
appropriation.. To teach men trades there 
must be machinery, tools, and materials. 
They must also be fed and clothed, and the 
money to do that must be provided by the 
State. Let there is nota word said in this 


vill or in any of the appropriation bills about 


the money which will have to be spent in 
putting this reformatory planin operation 
and carrying it on. The revenue from the 
sale of manufactures will necessarily fall 
far below the expense of the institution. 
Surely itis not expected that the Governor, 
who is made a member of the board, shall ad- 
vance the funds. He cannot touch those of 
the State, and he has none of his own which 
he can spare to investin that way. 

The constitutional amendment of the labor 
unions maxes it necessary for the State to 
work the convicts itself, if they are to be 
worked at all. This bill says those who are 
in the reformatory must be worked. The 
Legislature has just been asked by certain 
trades to allow no useof machinery within 
the prison wails. The demagogues demand 
that as little productive work as possibie 
shall be done there. They would be best 
suited if the men did nothing but carry stone 
from one side of the prison yard to the other 
and then carry it back again. But whether 
the convicts work with machines or make 
goods by hand, the bill piainly calls for an 
expenditure of considerable money. Tools 
and materials have to be purchased, but 
there is no provision for buying tnem. | 

The passage of the bill as it stands, with 
no provision for means to carry out its pro- 
visions, will lead toa pretty pickle. It will 
be impossible to do anything with the con- 
victs who will be pouring into the reforma- 
tory from every county in the State as soon 
as the bill goes into effect, the Ist of July. 
There will be nothing left for the Governor 
to do but to call the Legislature together in 
extra session soon after its adjournment, at 
considerable expense to the State, in order 
that it may make the necessary appropria- 
tions. It would be wiser to attend to that 
now and not allow matters to drift along till 
they get into a wretched snarl. 
REPUBLICANS AND THE DRAINAGE BILL. 

It is stated that there are some Republican 
Senators, like those from Bloomington and 
Decatur, and some Republican members of 
the House who are opposing the Drainage 
bill because they do not think it politically 
} expedient it should pass. Their alleged rea- 
sons are, that the drainage channel will take 
some years in congtruction—which is true; 


—which is also true; and that the Democrats 
will elect a majority of the trustees—which 
remains to be tested—and will make a big 
political machine of it, and as a consequence 
thé Democracy will hereafter carry Cook 
County, the Legislature, and the State. 

Assuming that they believe these things 
and are acting thereon they must bear in 
mind these facts: That the bill as it will be 
amended tomorrow will provide for propor- 
tional representation on the Board of Trust- 
ees, so that the minority party will have four 
out of the nine members. It will always be 
in the power of so strong a minority to block 
the majority when it tries to turn what is 
si@ply a sanitary work into a political ma- 
chine. Nothing outrageous can be done with- 
Out the connivance of that minority. It will 
be sure to stand between its party and the 
perpetration of any outrage. 

Who are the men who wiil be hired to do 
the work? The great bulk of them will be 
Chicagoans. Even if the Democrats were to 
control the board and let the contracts they 
could not get the contractors to import Dem- 
ocratic voters from abroad when the City of 
Chicago has a superabundance of the kind of 
labor that is wanted. With the exception of 
some of the trained men the muscle for the 
work will be hired here, Some of the men 
will be Republicans and some Democrats. 
and they will vote when working on the big 
ditch just as they do now. But if only Dem- 
ocrats were hired. the total vote of Cook 
County would not be affected thereby. It 
would simply be differently distributed. 
There would be fewer Democrats in the city 
and more in the towns nearest the points 
where they worked. At most the Democrats 
would gain but few votes by having control 
of the work. 

Some Republican country Senators are 
worried, it 18 said, by the 12,000 majority 
given Cregier. Tney think it means that the 
county will surely go Democratic this fall 
and next. They forget that while Cregier 
did get that big majority the Repuolican 
City Cierk, for whom the “scratchers”

voted, was elected by 200, end that the Re- 
publican candidate for City Attorney, against 
whom the anti-machine how! was but slightly 
raised, was beaten but by a small vote, and 
the Republicans elected a majority of the 
Aldermen. Eighteen years have proved that 
there is no connection between the city and 
county vote. Time and again Harrison car- 
ried the city by immense majorities, but the 
following fall the Republicans always elect- 


ed the majority of the Congressmen and | 


legislative members and their county offi- 
cers. Last year Cleveland had a large ma- 
jority in this city and Palmer a still larger 
one, but tne Republicans elected their county 
officers and a majority of the legislative dele- 
gation. However the city mght go in the 
spring the county has gone nearly always 
Republican in the fall. 

If, however, these anti-drainage country 
Republicans do want to lose Cook County 
and the General Assembly they are on the 
high road todo it. If the Republicans lose 
this county in 1890 they will lose the Legis- 
lature. 

The Drainage billis deemed a sanitary ne- 
cessity here among both parties, and, there- 
fore, that one which defeats it or gets the 
credit of doing so will suffer at the polls 
next year. The Democrats appreciate that 
fully. Said Mr. Crafts: “ Personally Iam 
“for the bill, but politically I should like to 
‘see the Republicans defeat it.“ For then 
Mr. Crafts’ political friends, reinforced by 
those Republicans, whose party allegiance 
would not hold them when they saw the 
vitally important Sanitary District bill 
beaten in the house of its friends, would 
sweep this county by a majority which would 
make a Democratic Legislature a certainty. 
There are some subjects where men will 
stand no party nonsense and the protection 
of their lives and health is one of them. 

These are the points which Senators Ker- 
rick, Johns, and others should study over. If 
they think that the defeat of this bill will bene- 
fit the Republican party eitner here or in the 
State they are awfully mistaken. Let them 
contemplate what is at stake in the control 
of the Legislature elected in November, 1890 
—from a party point of view—and ask them- 
selves whether they can afford to make the 
Republica party responsible for the defeat 
ofa bill which the men of both parties up 
here have set their hearts on having passed— 
as their future comfort, prosperity, health, 
and to some degree their lives depend upon 
making that drainage canal at the earliest 
practicable date. ‘

HARD FACTS NOT TO BE RUBBED OUT. 

A Richmond paper has a stupid, muddled 
article in which it endeayors to reply to THE 
TRIBUNE’s exposure of its absurd claim that 
“Washington was as much of a rebel as 
Robert E. Lee.” It asserts that Washington 
had been in the military service of the 
British Government. True, but not at the 
time of the breaking out of the Revolution, 
but some twenty years before, during the 
French and Indian war. As a matier of 
fact Washington served in the militia of the 
Colony of Virginia, and if he thereby took 
upon himself any special allegiance or fealty 
to the British crown its obligations were 
certainly all fulfllled when he was mustered 
out and received an honorable discharge. 
When the Revolution broke out Washing- 
ton, was merely a Virginia farmer and 
owed no more allegiance to the Brit- 
ish crown than any other colonist. 
The right of revolution belonged to him as 
much as to any man in the colonies. Robert 
E. Lee, however, at the time of the rebeilion, 
was in the military service of the National 
Government, and he stripped off the Union 
“blue” todon the Rebel “gray.” He had 
no grievance whatever to justify resort to the 
right of rebeilion—a right which comes into ex- 
istence only when tyranny is insupportable 
and redress cannot be had by peaceful means. 
No right that Col. Lee had as a citizen of the 
United States or resident of Virginia was 
threatened or endangered. His faction or 
party controlled every department of the 
Government except the Executive. It hada 
majority over the Republicans in both Houses 
of Congress and in the Supreme Court. No 
law could be adopted or repealed without the 
consent of his party. He was without the 
faintest pretext for engaging in rebellion. 
Yet he left the service of his Government, 
which had educated and fostered him, led 
the Rebel forces against it, and violated the 
oath he took as a cadet at West Point to sup- 
port the Nationa! Constitution. 

The Dispatch says: Lee was always, of 
course, a believerin the right of a State to 
secede, and so took the oath with that under- 

tanding.’’ Then he obtained his education 
and his commission in the United States 
army under false pretenses. Where did he 
get the privilege of taking the oath of alle- 
giance to the Federal Government with a 
reservation which would permit him when- 
ever he saw fit, and without any cause what- 
ever, to turn against that Goverument and 
try to destroy it? 

The Dispatch says: Lee was educated at 
West Point, but Virginia paid the biil.”” Not 
a dime of it. As such the State of Virginia 
never contributed 4 cent to Lee’s education 
at West Point. He was educated out of the 
proceeds of Federal, taxes paid by citizens 
living in all the States and Territories, and 


not 5 per cent of it came out of the pockets 


of the people residing in the areaof Vir- 
ginia, while not a dollar was contributed 
from the treasury of that State. He was 
educated by the Nation for service in the 
Nauonal army, and after taking an oath to 
support the National Constitution broke it 
wantonly and wickedly when he engaged in 
rebellion without a shadow of provocation or 
just excuse. 
The Dispatch further says: 


What has become of the Constitution of Iii 

nois of 1820 (and of 1847], which every official in 
that State once took an oath to support? Did 
the officials of that State who consented to the 
destruction of that Constitution and the framing 
of a new one commit perjury when they swore to 
support the new Constitution after having sworn 
to support the old one? Where is the Federal 
Constitution which George Washington took an 
oath to support? It has been amended and 
changed until it is no longer what it was in 1789. 
And yet all officers, State and Federal, from 1789 
to 1889, have sworn to support the Constitution 
as it Was when they took office. Were they all 
guilty of perjury who voted for the amendments 
and afterwards took an oath to support the Con- 
stitution as amended? 


The former constitutions of Illinois and the 
Constitution of the United States have been 
changed and amended in the orderly and 
lawful manner specificaily provided in the 
instruments themselves. It is asinine to talk 
about a constitution being vioiated’’ when 
it is changed in accordance with its terms. 
The provision of a constitution authorizing 
its amendment is as mfich a part of the or- 
ganic law as any other portion of the instru- 
ment, and the oath to support the Constitu- 
tion carries with it an obligation to obey, 
respect. and submit to any lawfully adopted 
amendments. The oath to support the Con- 
stitution covers not only the instrument then 
existing but any changes that may be made 
in the manner prescribed in the fundamental 
law. When a legislator or a citizen votes for 
a constitutional change he is not violating 
the existing Constitution, but merely exer- 
cising a right which it specifically secures 
to him. 

It was for this reason that the offense of 
Lee was so heinous. If he or his party were 
dissatisfied with the Constitution it was 
their privilege to agitate and vote for amend- 
ments and secure their adoption if possible. 
The peaceful remedy of the ballot was open 
tothem. Yet, wantonly and without a pre- 
text of lawful or moral justification, he and 
thousands of others broke their oaths to sup- 


port the Constitution and engaged in insur- 


men are trying to get a law passed to prevent 


rection. against the Federal Government. 
Loyal men cannot remain silent when an at- 
tempt is made to justify such treason by the 
example of Washington, who was th® Father 
of the National Constitution and Union, 


REFUNDING RAILROAD BONDS. 

It is reported that tne Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railroad has arranged to refund 
all its bonds drawing 5, 6, and 7 per cent and 
issue instead a long term 4 per cent consoli- 
dated bond. According to the report the 
new bonds are to run 100 years, and the com- 
pany will effect a saving of $1,000,000 or more 
annually in fixed charges. A number of 
roads have recently refunded their 6 and 7 


per cent bonds and issued long term 4 per 
cents, and there would seem to be no good 
reason why the St. Paul should not make 
such an arrangement to the advantage of the 
company and the holders of its securities. 
In fact it is altogether likely there will be a 
general refunding of the old railroad 
bonds bearing a higher rate of inter- 
est than money is now worth. A good, 
reliable railroad bond should not draw 
more than 4 per cent. Few roads can really 
afford to pay more. Money invested in a 
thoroughly good security is not -worth more 
than that. Many roads, hard pressed to pay 
fixed charges, will force their creditors to ac- 
cept long term 4 per cent bonds, which are 
really better than short 6 or 7 per cents. 
There is an abundance of money in the coun- 
try eagerly seeking safe investment at 4 per 
cent, and the railroads cannot be expected to 
go on paying nearly double the ordinary in- 
terest rate. By refunding their bonds they 
can make great savings in fixed charges and 
so stand the reduction in freight rates 
brought about by the Inter-State Commerce 
act. It was largely because of the ability of 
the railroads to refund their bonds and re- 
duce fixed charges from a fourth to one-half 
that cheaper rates were demanded and se- 
cured for the public. A reducwon of freight 
rates was inevitable, and there is no hkeli- 
hood the old high rates will be restored. 
With a stricter and better enforcement of 
the Inter-State act it is probable further re- 
ductions will be required. The best thing 
the railroads can do is to refund their bonds 
and get their interes, charge reduced to tne 
prevailing rate.

The Independance Belge recently published a 
report ot a speech made in the Italian Parlia- 
ment by Count Giusso, ex- Mayor of Naples, and 
now adeputy from that city, which sets forth in 
strong terms the great depression in agriculture 
and the critical condition of the public finances 
brought about by the new policy of protection 
and militarism. The Count recites the disastrous 
exhibit made by the foreign trade of Italy in 1888 
—exports decreased by $24,000,000, and imports 
by $42,000,000. He admits that some new branches 
of manufacture have become flourishing at the 
expense of the people, saying: “ We have pre- 
ferred the shop to the land; we have preferred 
the coal which we do not possess to our ltalian 
sun; we have preferred the motive force of steam 
to the most powerful motive force in the univers 
the sun; and we are naturally suffering the sa 
consequences.“ He makes a moving recital 
of the alarming distress existing in the 
agricultural provinces of the South, affirm- 
ing that the Utopian idea of creating an indus- 
trial Italy on the ruins of agricultural Italy has 
been a colossal error, big with disastrous results.“ 
From one end of the peninsula to the other the 
cry is, he says, Give us the means of selling our 
products, and we will pay the taxes.“ Ali this 
certainly seems do be borne out by the late re- 
port to Parliament of the Chairman of the Budg- 
et Committee, 7 Luzzatti. He shows that 
the floating debt of the Treasury will be $100,000,- 
000 by June 30, while the deficit for the current 
year will not be less than $46,000,000 if the in-

MUSIO AND DRAMA. 


“Little Lord Fauntleroy’? will repeat in 
Chicago its remarkable New York success. For 
three months it will hold the boards at the 
Columbia, and not only will hosts of children en- 
joy the play (with increased zest if they have 
read tha book), but their elders also will be 
touched by the sentiment of the story and will 
be delighted with the acting, which is so artless 
as to be artistic. 

How refreshing it is in this day of exhaasted 
drama, when all expedients of feverish passion 
and exaggerated realism have been tried, to 
come upon a scene of ideal beauty and find 
oneself charmed by the purity and innocence of 
childhood. For Little Lord Fauntleroy” is an 
ideal play, but it is at the same time natural, not 
artificial. It is quite possible to imagine that 
such a noble little fellow as Mrs. Burnett's hero 
existed, and his conduct, at once manly 
and gentle, is never too precocious 
to be. agreeable. He illustrates in 
his person the old world axiom that 
“blood will tell.“ and is what one would expect 
the child ofa refined woman and brave man to 


„be. The feminine note in his character is pro- 


nounced, but this is not displeasing in an only 
child on whom has been lavished all a widowed 
mother’s love. The ingenuousness of the char- 
acter is not overdrawn, for tact is an inborn qual- 
ity that may show itself in a child, and, it not 
originally possessed, may not be acquired by 
experienced age. On the whole, Mrs. Burnett 
has given the stage a living, breathing 
boy who, besides his personal amiability, has 
this value as a type: He unites the best quali- 
ties of his parents and thus represents in him- 
self the essence of two civilizations—the old 
and the new. An aristocrat in his fine-fibred 
nature, he has been brought up apart from ser- 
vility or pride and knowing nothing of any law 
in life but that of love. His friends and equals 
are those who are generous and just and tender, 
be 
A gentleman in bud, according to tne 
standards both of aristocracy and radicalism, is 
this Little Lord Fauntleroy. He is in miniature 
the man that two different eivilizations are 
striving to create; and it is, therefore, not sur- 
prising that such a character should have been 
found natural, lofty, and sweet both by England 
and America, 

When one wonders why a boy’s experience 
should hold an audience through a whole even- 
ing one looks for other beauties in the 
play and finds them in the effects of con- 
trast which are here so skillfully em- 
ployed. The imagination is flattered by the 
change from the New York street to the interior 
of an English castle, and by the placing in juxta- 
position of such true yet opposite personages as 
Mr. Hobbs, the grocer, and the Earl of Doria- 
court. A striking contrast there is also 
in the picture of the trustful child chattering 
away to the crabbed old Earl whom he believes 
to be the soul of goodness. And so throughout 
the play. Strange and widely separated aspects 
of humanity are put side by side— youth and age, 
rank and poverty, sophistry and innocence—and 
a child’s gaze penetrates through externals of 
all kinds and awakens the love that lies at the 
heart of humanity. There is food for thought 
for serious people in this play, which has deeper 
meanings than lie on the surface, but if they 
take only the superficial suggestions they will 
find their sympathies quickened and mee joy in 
life increased. 

Master Russell played the little nerg and it 
would be an exacting playgoer who would look 
for finer personal beauty or a more sensitive in- 
telligence in a child actor. He was unaffected 
and graceful, not too effeminate, and altogether a 
complete realization of the author’s ideal. Miss 
Isabelle Evesson, a handsome young woman, 
played Mrs, Errol with much discretion. This 
part is not the most interesting in the play, 
and it might easily be made obtrusive, but Miss 
Evesson brought to the character personal mod- 
esty as well as charm. A graphic Earl of Dorin- 
court was that of Mr. J. H. Gilmour, who might 
have been more subtle in the impersonation, but 
was sufficiently sardonic. The one character in 
the play that was somewhat violent and improb- 
able, as conceived by the author, was that of the 
adventuress. This was enacted by Miss Alice 
Fischer in the tone demaaded by the lines. Mr. 
George Parkhurst gave a flavor of Dickens to 
Mr. Hobbs, and Mr. John Swinburne 
was equally happy in a corresponding sketch of 
an English peasant. Mr. Alfred Klein, who is 
always comical, permitted himself some slyness 
in the part ot a groom.

COPPER ON THE MARKET. 
AMERICAN MINE-OWNERS GAIN NOTH- 
ING BY THE TRIP TO PARIS, 


No Satisfactory Terms Reached with the 
Defunct French Syndicate—Henry Vii- 
lard Accused of Rascality by President 
Smith of the Oregon & Transcontinental 
and His Movements Delayed by an In- 
junction—Sharp Advance in Granger 
Stocks. a 


NEw YORK, May 13.—At the steamship dock 
today many prominent copper operators from 
this city and Boston were impatiently awaiting 
the arrival of the Cunarder Servia for definite in- 
telligence of the result of the European confer- 
ence between the American smine representa- 
tives and the defunct French syndicate people. 
Mr. Haggin, the sole ownerof the Anaconda 
mine, looked decidedly savage when questioned 
about the result of his journey abroad. He said, 
with emphasis, that his trip had been productive 
of no good. 

We were unable to come to any agreement 
and have come back to throw our metal on the 
market for what it will bring.” He positively 
declined to say anything further. 

Col. T. L. Livermore, who accompanied Mr. 
Haggin and the other American mine repre- 
sentatives abroad, was inclined to be more com- 
municative. He stated that since the arrival of 
his party in New York they had received infor- 
mation by cable from Paris which considerably 
changed the aspect of affairs. The report, Col. 
Livermore said, that the Americans had found 
the Frenchmen reluctant to meet the wine- 
owners half way in settling the difficulty was 
entirely without foundation. 

“We sailed for Europe,” Mr. Livermore said, 
‘*before the crash occurred. The failure came 
belore we reached the other side. When the 
French syndicate went under, the copper held 
by the foreign corporation amounted to over 
175,000 tons. Most of the metal was held in 
Peris. In London there wasn’t possibly 
more than 2,000 tons. The Bank of France 
and the Rothschilds held 100,000 tons. 
We were anxious to come to some understanding 
by which the metal could be disposed of without 
a loss, apd to avert the disastrous effects of hav- 
ing it thrown upon the market iu a lump. The 
Frenchmen seemed always ready and willing to 
enter into any agreement to 12 a pani¢, 
The Freuch banks Which held wp copper even 
— have emtire confidence in the meal as se- 
curity.” 

Col. Livermore gave an outline of the terms 
offered by the Americans: The proposition was 
that the banks should take a certain number of 
coo in which to market their copper. The num- 

rof years mentioned occasioned no dispute. 
That the mines snould reauce the production of 
last year, which was deemed far in excess of the 
world’s wants, a certain per cent until the 
banks’ metal could be disposed of. That there 
should be a minimum price—about £45 per ton, 
an equivalent of 13 cents per pound for lake cop- 
per—sgreed upon for the metal to de 
sold by the banks and mines. This fig- 
ure was thought to be low enough to meet 
consumption and not so low as to ruir the mines. 
After our terms were gone over in a general way 
and they seemed to meet the favorable views of 
the foreign representatives present they were 
laid before a lawyer representing the bank di- 
rectors and foreigners interested. The rep- 
resentative of the Rio Tinto Mine, I neglected to 
say, Was not exactly satisfied with our proposi- 
tion. He demanded that the American mine 
owners should agree to restrict the export of 
copper. Of course we refused to entertain 
such an idea. While we were willing to 
put ourselves on an equal footing with the other 
mine-owners of the world, we didn't propose to 
put ourselves at a disadvantage. é insisted 
upon equal terms. Our terms were as I have 
stated them. We did not ask for an immediate 
reply. We were in no hurry, and came away 
without coming to any definite conclusion.” 

“It would seem from what Mr. Haggin has said 
this noon,” was suggested, that his mine at least 
will begin to throwits product on the market 
for whatever it will bring.” 

„Well.“ the Colonel replied, we may have all 
come home prepared to doit, but I don't think 
we will, I won't deny that since our return some 
modifications have been made in our original 
proposition, and just now a settlement is not a 
hopeless question.“ 

During the afternoon Col. Livermore’s rooms 
at the Brunswick were filled with representative 
copper dealers, and a jengthy conference was 
heid, at which it is stated that several cable- 
grams which reached New York soon after the 
Servia left Liverpool were carefully considered. 


CHARGES AGAINST HENRY VILLARD, 


Elijah Smith Accuses Him of Rascality, 
and Secures an Injunction, 

NEw YORK, May 13.—[Special.}—The attempt 
of Henry Villard to oust Elijah Smith from the 
Presidency of the Oregon Railway & Navigation 
Company developed some sensational features 
today. Elijah Smith accused Heary Villard of 
dishonesty and downright rascality. 

On affidavits presented by Elijah Smith and 
Edward Rell, Judge Barrett today granted a 
temporary injunction restraining Henry Villard 
or his associates from issuing the $10,000,000 un- 
subscribed stock of the Oregon & Transconti- 
nental Company, or in any way disposing of tho 
Oregon Railway & Navigation stock held by tne 
Oregon & Transcontinental Company, pending a 
nearing before him Thursday morning at 11 
o’clock. 

Divested of their legal dress, the accusations 
which Smith makes against Villard are: Villard, 
Wishing to obtain the contro) of the Oregon Rail- 
way & Navigation n to perpetuate his 
hold on the Oregon & Transcontinental and 
to strengthen his interest in the Northern Pa 
cifle,determined to issue the unsubscribed $10,000, - 
000 stock of the Oregon & Transcontinental Com- 
pany, the stock of the company being $50,000,000, 
only 840,000. 000 of which has been subscribed, 

r. Villard called a meeting of the directors 
for last Friday. According to the law of Oregon 
a majority of the directors of the Oregon & 
Transcontinental Company live in Oregon. There 
were seven directors present, three constituting 
a quorum, Of these seven five were em- 
ployés of the Northern Pacific, and 
therefore indirectly of Villard. The other 
two were lawye living in Portlang. Two 
resolutions were passed, the first directing the 
Executive Committee to issue the $10,000,000 un- 
subscribed stock of the company as preferred 
stock, and guaranteeing 6 per cent annual inter- 
est upon it, using the $12,000,000 Oregon Raiiway 
& Navigation stock held by the company as 
collateral. The Executive Committee was 
further empowered to sell the new issue of stock 
= to charge a commission and rebate for so 

oing. 

che second resolution was to the effect that no 
one was in the future to have access to the books 
or papers of the company who was not the hold- 
er of $12,000,000, or about one-quarter of the 
stock of the company. 

While the new stoek was to be issued at par 
by means of rebates and commissions, it would 
be possible for Villard to buy itin much cheaper. 
With the money obtained in this way he could 
buy up, as President of the Oregon Transcon- 
tinental Company, a majority of the stock of the 
Northern Pacific Road. 

The resolutions in question were voted for by 
the five directors who are employés of the 
Northern Pacific, the other two directors voting 
against it. 

S. B. Wiley, the Auditor of the Oregon Rail- 
way & Navigation Company, immediately tele- 

raphed the circumstances of the meeting to 

lijah Smith, Charles Francis Adams having 
himself received particulars from S. B. Wiler, a 
partner of Messrs. Bellinger & Simon, the di- 
rectors who had voted against the Villard inter- 
est, The story was duly set forth in the affidavits 
filed before Judge Barrett and the injunction was 
granted. , 

The injunction created a good deal of stir on 
Wallstreet during the afternoon, as the fight be- 
tween Villard and Smith has been watched with 
a great deal of interest. It was generally con- 
ceded that next Thursday will at least bring 
some interesting developments, and Villara’s 
answer is awaited with a great deal of curiosity. 

Mr. Villard was not inclined to talk on the sub- 
ject, nevertheless he said that he was not 
at all taken by surprise. “Ihave expected 
such a move,” he added, “for some 
weeks, I am not surprised by it, nor does 
it in the least alarm me. We are on the 
eve of our annual election, and we must 
therefore, look for some election tricks. The 
attempt certainly does not indicate a great deal 
of confidence on the part of its authors in their 
ability to control the Oregon & Transcontinental 
election. For my part, I am acting upon the 
principal that neithersuch absurd work nor the 
usual Wall street jugglery in such cases—as bor- 
rowing stock for transfer, buying proxies, and 
— solid ownership of stock will pre- 
vail.”

The Former King of the Lead Market 
Slowly Dying. 


Nathan Corwith Sr., the ex-lead king, is dan- 
gerously ill at his home. No. 1261 Michigan av- 


enue. For some years he has been suffering from 
Ul health, which was considerably aggravated by 
his financial collapse last fall. He is attended 
by Drs. Bishop and J. Adams Allen. Saturday 
evening Dr. Bishop left Mr. Corwith feeling un- 
usually well, but cautioned him against attempt- 


ins to stand, telling him to remain quietly in his 


reclining chair. Not heeding the advice, he stood 


‘while his son Nathan undressed him before re- 


tiring, and a moment later he fell to the floor 
apparently dend Physicians were summoned 
and he was restored, but since then be has been 
low. Mrs. Barney and Mrs. M. D. Wells, his 
daughters, are with him. 
For the last three or four years Mr. Corwith 
— * advice of his physicians, been living in 
ew York, giving no attention to his business 
affairs. The shock attended by heavy losses in 
lead speculation last fall completely under- 
pases his health and made his death at any time 
u not unexpected event. 


In 1840 Mr. Corwith, with his brother, Henry 


Corwith, and Charles H. Rodgers, now aead, 
‘were doing a general store business at Galena. 
They also started a bank and to buy and sell 
lead. in a few years becoming the recognized 
leaders in the latter industry. At his death 
aes Corwith left an estate valued at #3.000,000. 
athan Corwith was interested in the West Chi- 
Railway Company when it was organized, 
and was associated with the Northwestern Horse- 
nail Company, of which he was a director and 
for awhile President. 

In July, 1888, Mr. Corwith was worth in the 
neighborhood of $1,500,000. Through the Alleged 
misrepresentations of his son Gurdon, who was 
— a small way engaged in the lead business in 
New York, Mr. Corwith allowed his son to use 
his capital to corner the lead market. Subse- 
Quent disclosures showed that not only was there 
no corner in the market but the son Gurdon had 
not bought a pound of lead. but had squandered 
$1,100,000 of his father’s money. With heart and 
fortune broken Mr. Corwith's health rapidly de-

FOG HORN AT THE HARBOR |} 


iT WILL BE LOCATED TWO MILES 
FROM THE SHORE, 


The Lighthouse to Mark the Outer End 
of the Kxterier Breakwater — Seid's 
Great Bargain in Buying the Abandoned 
Northwest—Break in the Erie Canal— 
Better Demand in All Classes of Lake 
Freights—The Starucca Scattered Along 
the Beach. 


Plans for the foghorn and new lighthouse at 
Chicago Harbor have been completed by Capt. 
Clark, in charge of this Lighthouse District, and 
Col. Ludlow, Lighthouse Engineer, and have 
been forwarded to Washington for approval. 
The house will be just inside the exterior break- 
water, at its outer or southeast end, and will be 
protected from east and southeast seas by riff- 
raff work of stone. It will be in five fathoms of 
water and great gare must be taken to prevent it 
settling in tne quicksand thereby getting the ma- 
chinery out of line. The light recommended is a 
flash light of five seconds’ intervals, red and 
white. The foghorn will be located at the same 
point. The cost of the house, light, and horn 
will be about $51,000, according to the estimates.

Rallroads Belteve That Business Will Pick 
Up—General Ruliroad News. 

There was a slight improvement in east-bound 
shipments last week over the week previous, but 
the total still falls so far below what the tonnage 
should be that there is not much encouragement 
to be bad from the statement. 

For several weeks railroad men have been of- 
fering as an excuse for the light tonnage Eastern 
roads have been securing the fact that naviga- 
tion opened much earlier this year than last, and 
in consequence comparisons were being made 
which were unfair. Periods of this year in which 
the tonnage offered was being divided with the 
vessels were compared with periods of last year 
in which all tonnage moved was curried by the 
railroads. Comfort can no longer be had from 
this explanation. Movement by the lakes was 
in full progress a year ago, but the roads last 
week hauled less than two-thirds the amount 
hauled in the corresponding week of 1888.

One railroad man has. in the leisure which 
the present condition of traffic gives him, thought 
out an ingenious explanation of affairs.

Yesterday in the Criminal Court (Judge Shep- 
ard) Charles Hasterlik and Ignatz Newman, do- 
ing business under the style of Chicago Cased 
Liquor Company, were convicted of manufactur. 
ing a fraudulent Angostura Bitters, purporting 
to be the genuine goods made by Dr. J. G. B.

It will be fully two miles from 
shore and its alarms will be so chastened by the 
time they reach human habitations that they will 
be a source of delight to North Siders, Thus the 
ligh@house officers say, and they are connoisseurs 
in foghorn arts.

Railroads Belleve That Business Will Pick

There was a slight improvement in east-bound 
shipments last week over the week previous, but 
the total still falls so far below what the tonnage 
should be that there is not much encouragement 
to be bad from the statement. 

For several weeks railroad men have been of- 
fering as an excuse for the light tonnage Eastern 
roads have been securing the fact that naviga- 
tion Opened much earlier this year than last, and 
in consequence comparisons were being made 
which were unfair. Periods of this year in which 
the tonnage offered was being divided with the 
vessels were compared with periods of last year 
in Which all tonnage moved was carried by the 
railroads. Comfort can no longer be had from 
this explanation. Movement by the lakes was 
in full progress a year ago, but the roads last 
week hauied less than two-thirds the amount 
hauled in the corresponding week of 1888.

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Mr. Whitelaw Reid Arrives in Paris—Minis- 
ter MeLane's Work Commended. 
_ [New York Tribune Cabie.| 

Panis, May 12.—The American Minister ar- 
rived in Paris at 3 o’clock this afternoon, with 
Mrs. Reid and their two children, all well. 
They landed early this morning at Havre. 
The Bourgogne of the French Transatiantic 
Company, which left New York Saturday, 
May 4, was telegraphed from Scilly at 3 
o’clock Saturday afternoon, May 11. The 
passage was smooth as weil as rapid. All 
ber passengers whom I have seen speak in 
high terms of the vessel and her commander, 
Capt. Frangeul, the commodore of the fleet. 
The Minister was met at Havre by the offi- 
cers of the company and by Mr. Dufais, the 
American Consul, who looked after all the 
arrangements for landing and for the jour- 
ney to Paris. The number of passengers on 
the Bourgogne was so great that two special 
trains were required, leaving Havre at 10:30 
and arriving in Paris at 3.

A STARTLING STORY ABOUT RUDOLF. 


It Is Said the Prince and the Baroness 
Vetsera Were Mardered by Yer Uncie. 
LONDON, May 11.—[New York Sun.] — Per- 

haps the most remarkable story of all con- 

cerning the Vienna tragedy is that which 
has just reached Paris. So many true stories 
have been publishea about the mysterious 
death of Crown Prince Rudolf and the 


Baroness Vetsera that it was thought all con- 


ceivable pilots had been advanced. The latest 
story, however, and one which 1s received 
wita more credence than any other, is far 


more tragic and violent in its details than 


any of the preceding ones. Curiously enough, 
the story got to the knowledge of the Parisian 
public through two of the most famous 
women in France. 

Mine. Sarah Bernhardt received a letter 
from a rather exalted personage in Vienna 
whuse relations with the Crown Prince were 
intimate. This letter she showed to several 
persons of prominence, and it has gradualiy 
reached the ears of other people. At about 
the same time Mme. Judic, who was playing 
in the Austrian Capital, became possessed of 
a similar story from two men of notable rank 
who are more or less in bertrain. This story 
she told in full to M. Maurice Grau, who has 
since found it to be identical with the in- 
formation contained in the Bernhardt letter. 

A few days ago it was anrounced quietly in 
the Austrian newspapers that the vuccle of 
the Baroness Vetsera had died at Meyerling. 
Until that time it was known that the Count 
had disappeared, but nobody knew where he 
was. After his death he was buried without 
ceremony. The cause of his death was vari- 
dusly given, but there was nothing in the 
newspapers, and the Count was buried be- 
fore even the newspapers knew of his death. 
‘The accepted story now is far more horribie 
than the climax of Otnello.“ 

It would seem that the Count was in love 
with his own niece, Baroness Marie Vetsera. 
She was, as is now well known, a woman 
of singular and remarkable beauty, and tne 
passion which she inspired in her uncle was 
apparently of the most violent nature. He 
was of Hungarian descent and aman of 
strong will power. The family objected to 
an alliance between the niece and the uncle, 
but the latter insisted on having his way. 


Meanwhile he watched the Baroness closely, 


and was the first man outside the personal 
attendants of the Crown Prince to learn of 
tne liaison,between the heir to the Austrian 
throne and his niece. He said nothing, but 
watched the r narrowly, and when the 
Crown Prince left the Ambassador’s ball to 
drive out to Schioss Meyerling the Count 


+ followed in a closed carriage. 


He did not attempt to enter the house 
where the. lovers were until late at 
night, when he got into the Princess’ bed- 
room and found the couple together. There 
was a sharp altercation. The Count, in a fit 
of jedlous fury, attemped to shoot the Crown 
Prince, but the first bullet killed the Baron- 
ess. In the struggle for the weapon which 
followed a portion of the Count’s hand was 
blown off, and it was from the effects of this 
wound that he subsequently died through 
blood poisoning. The Crown Prince was of 
slight build and totally unarmed. The Count 
shot him just as the attendunts ran into the 
room. Every etfort was made, of course, to 
hush the matter, and the murderer was taken 
to un room up-stairs and put under guard. 
Pending instructions from the Emperor he 
went into a delirium in the course of the 
night and never left the room alive. The 
story is worth telling, because it is the one 
which is now believed, but no man’singenuity 
can forecast the next Listory of the mystery 
of Meyerling. .

DAMAGES FOR VIADUCTS. 


CLAIMS AGAINST THE CITY AMOUNT- 
ING TO OVER $2,000,000. 


Suits Already Brought for More than 
$1,500,000—The Taxpayers, However, 
Will Be Ubliged to Pay Not More than 
$100,000 of This Vast Sum—The Rau- 
road Companies Clearly Nesponsib!ie—A 
Glance at the Ordinances—Delays of 
the Courts, 

It was stated in Tun Trisung Sunday that 

a report had been submitted at the meeting 

oftne Council Finance Committee Friday 

showing that claims aggregating $1,500,000 
had been presented against the city growing 
out of damages cuused by the construction 
of viaducts. A closer investigation of the 


facts proves that this is an underestimate. | 


The total amount of the ciaims of this char- 
acter on which suits have been brought is 
$1,534,000. Besides tnese there are outstand- 
ing claims estimated at $500,000 on which 
suits have not been commenced, The 
Finance Committee is bewildered by 
this enormous aggregate of $2,000,000, and 
has resolved to appeal to the Law Depart- 
ment for assistance.

It must not be supposed that the taxpayers 
Will huve to pay this enormous sum out of 
their private pockets for the improvements 
in question. if the Law Department does its 
fullduty in the matter the taxpayers will 
not have to pay more than $100,000 ef the 
total amount, 

The railroad companies are responsible for 
the bulk of the damages. The erection of 
viaducts has been rendered necessary by 
their operations. In laying their tracks they 
rendered thoroughfares unsafe at the cross- 
ings. They are obliged to build viaducts to 
render them us safe as they were before th 
railroad corporations encruvached. ; 

Moreover, they are bound by their ordi- 
nances to pay for the viaducts and damages. 
Take the first item of tne above bill for 
dam ages—the $750,000 for the. approaches to 
Jackson street bridge. Of this amount 8480, 
0U0 are for damages caused by the construc- 
tion of the west approach. The Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne & Chicago Railfoad Company 18 
responsible for every dollar of this amount 
under the ordimnce of 1856 giving that road 
and the Chicago, St. Paui Fond du Lac, 
subsequently the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul, the right to lay tracks between Van 
Buren and Kinzie strect and the Soutu and 
North Branches of the Chicago River and 
Canal street.“ A section of this ordinance 
provides as follows: 

The tracks of said road at their intersection 
with all streets that are pow or may hereafter 
be bridged tocross either branch of the river 
shall be carried under the -street in tunnels so 
constructed as to protect the public from acci- 
dents or injuries. And if for these purposes it is 
necessary to raise the grade of such streets, or 
of the approacbes to the bridges, the same shall 
pedone by and at the expense of said railroad 
companies and under the direction and to the 
satisfaction of the City Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Works orsuch otner person or committee as 
the Common Council may direct or appoint to 
superintend such work. and said companies shall 
pay and shall hold thecity harmless from all 
damages arising from raising such grades and 
the filling and tunneling of approaches. 

THE LANGUAGE EXPLICI?. 

Corporation Counsel Hutchinson said ves- 
terday that language could not be more em- 
phatic than this, and that in his judgment 
the Chicago, Pittsburg & Fort Wayne was 
clearly responsible for all damages arising 
out of the construction of the western ap- 
proaches. The city may be responsible for 
damages growing out of the construc- 
tion of the eastern approaches, amount- 
ing to about $50,000 at the outside. 
Tne railroad company is also indebted 
to the city for the cost of making the 
approach from the western rise of the grade 


up to the eastern line of Canal street. Thee 


railroad company paid for that portion of the 
approach over its tracks, but refused to pay 
any more. For some reason, not fully ex- 
piained, no action hus yet been taken by the 
Law Department to compe! the railroad com- 
pany to pay its share of the cost of the 
structure as stipulated in its ordinance. 

Ana so it is also in the case of the Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul Roag in reference to the via- 
ducts at Webster avenue and Asbland ave- 
nue. That corporation refuses to pay land 
damages or the cost of the northern ap- 
proaches. It refuses in the latter case be- 
cause the Northwestern tracks to the 
north of its tracks are also spanned by the 


ect is almost as explicit as in the case of the 

ittsburg & Fort Wayne Company. It pro- 
vides, like all such ordinances passed since 
1872, that the railroad company: 

Shall annually from the passage of the ordi- 
nance erect and maintain two viaducts in each 
year over its tracks the same to be built 
in such manner as the Board of Public Works 
shall direct; provided, however, that the said via-* 
duct sbail have approaches thereto, and that 
said approaches shail likewise be erected and 
built by and at the expense of said railroad com- 
pany. 

And this is followed by the usual stipula- 
tion that the railroad company: 

Shall and will forever indemnify and save 
harmless the City of Onicago against and from 
any and ail damages, decrees. costs, and judg- 
ments which it may suffer by reason of granting 
ot such privileges. 

No suit bas been brought against this com- 
pany to force it to keep its. contract with the 
city. : 

THE LAW’S DELAYS. 

The only suit, in fact, that has been brought 
is that against the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Company to compe! it to live up to its 
contract in reference to the building of the 
Polk street viaduct. Its ordinance provides 
that the company “shall pay to the city the 
cost and expense“ of the viaduct in ques- 
tion, together with the cost and expense of 
the lateral approaches.“ and indemnify and 
save harmiess the city “against and from 
any legal damages, judgments, decrees, ana 
costs and expense of the same which it may 
suffer or which may be recovered or obtained 
against the city.” 

Tne Burlington Company paid part of the 
cost and damages, and suddenly stoppea do- 
ing so during the Harrison Administration. 
Suit was then brought to compel payment. 
It was supposed by members of the Finance 
Committee that it had reached the Suprema 
Court and was there awaiting a decision. It 
was discovered by the members for the first 
time last week that it had only reached the 
Circuit Court. It was argued two weeks 
before Judge Waterman, Frank Adams ap- 
pearing for the city. Judge Waterman then 
took it under advisement. No dectsion has 
yet been rendered. When it is rendered 
there will undoubtedly be an appeal to the 
Supreme Court. It will take tne latter tribu- 
nal another year and a halt to reach it. In 
the meantime judgment has been rendered 
against the city for the damages arising from 
the construction of the Burlington Compa- 
ny’s viaduct. The city will have to pay. 
The railroad company by its dilatory tactics 
will prevent the reimbursem@nt of the city 
for two or three years after the payment is 


made. 

Perhaps if the Law Department wakes up 
this may not be. But according so Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel Knight there is not 
much chance of hurrying up this class of 
claims. He said yesterday: 

No judgments have beer rendered against 
the city yetin the Jackson street bridge or 
the Western avenue and Ashiand avenue 
cases. Until the judgment is rendered we 
cannot sue the companies. In the case of 
the Burlington Road suit was prought over 
two years ago. The case was not reached on 
the docket until a few weeks ago. Judg- 
ment in the Circuit Court has not yet been 
rendered. The case, though the same in 
principle as the other ones, is different in de- 
tails. A decision on it will not be conclu- 
sive as to other cases. The railpoad com- 
panies will fight for all the time théy can.” 

This seems to be the case. It appears also 
that the Law Department has not in the past 
shown much energy in the case. 
Corporation Counsel Hutchinson promises 
his assistance.

Residents of the Recently Annexed Central 
Park Strip to Have Two Representa- 
tives in the Common Council—Bumored 
Rebellion of the Cicero School Trustees 
An Auxiliary to Be Formed in Hyde 
Park—Probabilities Regarding Lake. 


Chicago will have twenty-five wards within 
a few weeks. At che meeting of the Council 
Judiciary Committee yesterday we subject 
of annexation was discussed and the read- 
justment of the debts and property between 
the recently annexed districts ot Cicero and 
Jefferson and the city was talked over. 
Finally the matter was referred to sub-com- 
mittees—the Jefferson part to Ald. Ryan, 
Harris, and O’Brien, who will confer with 
the Jefferson village authorities about Sec. 
25; the Cicero part to Ald. Madden, Summer- 
field, and Horn, who will deal with the Cen- 
tral and Brighton Park districts and confer 
with the Cicero trustees for that purpose, 

After the adjournment of the. committee 
Ald. Madden and Summertield discussed the 
following provision of the law ia reference 
to 1 — Central Park district: 

, enever the whole or a part of an „ Vil- 
lage, or incorporated town 2 — , ot soe 
having 30,000 inhabitants or more and such an 
nexed territory is three or more square miles in 
extent, or contains 15.000 inhabitants and not 
more than 25,000 inhabitants, then such annexed 
territory shall constitute a ward of the city to 
which it is annexed, and the City Council of 
such mA § shall authorize the legal voters of such 
annexed territory to elect two Aldermen from 
such ward in such annexed territory, which said 
Aldermen from such annexed territory shall de 
additional Aldermen to the number theretofore 
required in such city, ana shall possess all the 
qvfalifications of and be elected at the time and 
in the manner provided by law. : 
ENTITLED TO TWO ALDERMEN. 

The Central Park strip recently annexed is 
six miles long and one mile wide. It is, 
therefore, more than three square miles in 
extent, and though its population is only 
about 10,000, it is entitled under the act to be 
made a ward and to have two Aldermen in 
the Council. That is the opinion of Ald. 
Madden and Summerfield, also of Mr. Knight, 
one of the authors of the bill, and Judge 
Prendergast, The latter yesterday suggested 
through Mr. O’Brien of the Election Com- 
missioners’ office that an ordinance be passed 
declaring the territory a ward, and that 
prsparations be made for calling for an elec- 
tion of Aldermen therein at the time of the 
annexation election, June 29. This sugges- 
tion will doubtless be acted on. Mr. Knight, 
however, thought that it might be as well to 
let the matter go until after the annexation 
election. Thon it is probable that another 
strip of Cicero will be added—perhaps the 
whole of it—and the population as well as 
the area would then entitie that district to 
Aldermanic representation. It is Ukely, 
however, that the course suggested by Mr. 
O'Brien will be adopted. 

There is some talk about the Cicero School 
Trustees resisting a partition of the school 
section. They are entirely powerless in the. 
matter. Chicago is entitled to a proportion- 
ate share. If the trustees continue to resist 
they can be brought up with a round turn. 
The new law provides: 

When a part of a city, village, or incorporated 
town shall be under the provisions of this act an- 
nexed to another city, village, or incorporated 
town, then, in case the municipal authorities of 
the municipai corporation 4rom which the ter- 
ritory is detached and of the municipal corpora- 
tion to which it is attached cannot by ordinance 
agree as to the division of the property or the 
settlement of their respective richts and all 
matters arising out of said annexation within 
sixty days thereafter, the Circuit or County 
Court of the county within which either municipal 
corporation may be shall hear and determine ail 
matters so in dispute and give judgment or de- 
cree, as the righé of the matter muy demand, on 
petition of either municipal corporation, and 
such judgment shall be final and conclusive. 

This is so explicit that it needs no elucida- 
tion. 

Messrs. Bisbee, Hopkins, Combs, ana 
other annexationists had an interview with 
Judge P#endergast yesterday as to the form 
of petition and mode of procedure, and a 
satisfactory agreement was come to. The 
election will be heid the day to be petitioned 
for, June 29. A report on this subject will 
be made to the full Executive Committee 
Saturday. 

THE SITUATION IN HYDE PARK. 

Some complaint is made in the north end 
of Hyde Park that the old annexationists 
have been ignored inthe make upof the 
present committees, and that the Democrats 
are too prominent in the Executive Commit- 
tee. This has doubtless been due to an over- 
sight, and measures will be taken to remedy 
it. Fearing failure in the annexation 
movement through lack of organization 
an auxiliary committee will probably 
be formed for work in the north end, aud a 
meeting will be neid tomorrow evening for 
that purpose. A question which is likely to 
cut considerable tigure in the annexation 
movement is the price of gas. It is bad 
enough and dear enough in Chicago; it is 
worse in Hyde Park and Lake View. The 
price charged in Hyde Park is $2 per thou- 
sand, against $1.25 in Uhicago, and Chicago 
is likely to get gas before long at $1 per 
thousand. g 

An attempt in Hyde Parx to make a little 
capital out of Chicago’s low water pressure 
of last week has reacted. Hyde Park was 
much worse off in this respect than Chicago. 
It had low pressure and dirty water. 

Commissioner Hodgkins said yesterday at 
the County Board méeting that there was 
little doubt that Lake would come in entire. 
The sentiment at Engiewood and the south 
end of the town 18 solid for it. George F. 
Swift, the packer, and other leading men in 
the north end of the suburb, including the 
friends of Supervisor Washburn, are also in 
favor of annexation. The school taxes are 
oppressive and the schools are retrograding 
under under the supervision of an incfficient 
board. In the Stock-Yards district of Lake 
the school tax is $8.72 per $100. In the Engie- 
wood district the tax is $4.65 per $100. There 
are districts of Hyde Park where the rate of 
school taxation is $4.53 per $100.

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CHICAGO ARTISTS m ROME. 


An Interesting Letter from the Director of 
the Art Institute. 

MiLAN, Italy, April 24.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.}|—Although the visit of Mr. 
Hutchinson and myself to Europe is not so 
much to make purchases for the Art Insti- 
tute as to gain useful knowledge and form 
useful connections for the future, we have 
been happy enough to acquire some objects 
which will illustrate a different phase of art 
from any heretofore represented in Chicago. 
During a visit of two weeks in Rome we be- 
came familiar with the present conditions af 
the search for objects of antiquities, being 
aided in every possible way by Sig. Rodolfo 
Lanclaul, the Government Superintendent of 
Excavations. Lanciani’s admirable book 
recentiy published in America, called An- 
cient Rome in the Light of Recent Excava- 
tions,“ has made his name familiar in the most 
agreeabie way to many cultivated persons. 
— — — — ne + Re Rome are in — 

rum of Augus upon a 0 
which there is — 3 2 2 
it is quite certain that it has not been exca- 
vated before. Nothing perhaps impresses 
the student of the classics who visits Rome 
for the first time more strongly than the 
immediate presence of antiquity. Old monu- 
meats and marbles are everywhere, and the 
ancient busts of certain ot the Roman Em- 
perors are as plenty as the pictures of Harri- 
sonin America, and ind they were prob- 
ably uced in much the same way, every 
prominent supporter of the Administration 
baving the bust of the Emperor instead of a 
litograph of the President. Nor have discov: 
eriesin any wise ceased. Sig. Lanciani had 
bad an interesting day at Ostia because he 
had come upon inscriptions scratched with 


lice quarters, and had begun to find a 
large bronze statue—that is, had picked 
up pieces of it. When the foundations 
are put in for a new building the workmen 
come upon remains of antiquity of all sorts. 
It was not hard, therefore, under trustworthy 
uidance to find authentic and valuable ob- 
ects for our museum, although the Itahan 
Government puts an export duty upon ancient 


the exportof rare works. : 
Among the objects which are coming to 
the Art Institute is a beautiful little classical 
marble statuette of Hercules which was 
found last summer in putting in the founda- 
tions of some new houses on the Esquiline 
Hill, Itisa Roman statue of the time of 
Augustus, made by a sculptor under Greek 
influence, Itis small—not more than two 
feet high—but has Be 1 and ease of 
pose of one of the Greek statues of the good 
period, and it is almost perfect. It is a beau- 
tiful possession for any museum. Another 


- marbie is a head of a youth, probably one of 


the Julian family, found near the Roman 
Forum four or five months ago. It re- 
sombles considerably the famous “ young 
Augustus.” There are a pair of hands of 
classic workmanship and a marble bead of 
Silenus—but the most important bust is the 
life size portrait in marble of Faustina, the 
wife of Antoninus Pius, an admirable and 
characteristic work. In the same collection 
there are two or thres other heads, a variety 
of ancient lamps, and some vases and frag- 
ments. One object of interest, rather from 
an archeological than an artistic stand point, 
is a fragment of an old Roman lead pipe 
bearing the name of the person to whose 
house the water was taken, by which, as is 
explained by Lanciani’s book, the map of 
ancient Rome is reconstructed. With this 
we hope to engage the interest of that 
wealthy class, the plumbers of Chicago. 

One development of ancient art of great 
importance was the manufacture and decora- 
tion of beautiful vases. The Greek and 
Etruscen vases of terra-cotta decorated with 
black are perfect exemplars of their kind, 
both as to form and fitness of ornamentation, 
aud they are much prizedin the Vatican 
Museum and the other museums of 
Rome and Naples. The Boston Art 
Museum had just made a i fortunaie 
purchase of this kind of twenty or 
more fine vases, found, as these things 
usually are, in ancient tombs in Italy. We 
were fortunate in finding and securing at 
Naples an equally good collection of the most 
beautiful omginal vases, many of tnem as 
fresh and perfect as the day they were made. 
Nothing could be more graceful than the 
varying shapes, and these particular ex- 
amples are as beautiful as any in the Roman 
or Naples museums, and would willingly be 
given places there. The manufacture of 
these Greek vases is said to have ceased 
about the time of the Prophet Malachi, while 
the best were vroduced in the time of Isaiah. 
The museum of the Art Institute, therefore, 
will possess as fine a nucleus of a collection 
of ancient vases as could be desired. It was 
Mr. J. C. Fletcher, an American litterateur 
long a resident of Naples, who called our at- 
tention to tnese fine works, which belonged 
to a Judge of one of the courts. Some fine 
Venetian draperies, of heavy gold brocade 
and the like, have also been secured for the 
Art Institute. 

It is a grutifymg thing that the Chicago 
gentlemen who happen to be traveling abroad 
appear ready to respond to calls upon them 
to assist in procuring desirable objects for 
the coilection of our art museum. 

Mr. Edward E. Ayer of Chicago happened 
to be at Florence and to be deeply interested 
in the pictures of the early Italian masters. 
He at once acquiesced in che s tion that 
he should presentto the Art Institute the 
whole setof the splendid reproauctions of 
old masters published by the Arundel 
ciety of England. These consist of several 
hundred fac-similes in chromolithography, in 
the best style of the art, of important paint- 
ings of the masters. They are close imita- 
tions and beautiful works, worthy to be hung 
separately in any parlor, and as a set a treas- 
ure of the greatest value to a public museum. 
They will be procured in London within two 
weeks and dispatched as early as possible to 
Chicago. 

In Venice it was unfortunate for us and for 
him that we found no Chicago gentleman, 
for if we had he would undoubtediy have 
had an opportunity to buy the splendid book 
upon The Basilica of St. Mark,” which has 
just been published. illustrating in the most 
elaborate and truthful way the great Cathe- 
dral of Veuice, at a cost of about $500.

The 
difficulty which inventors have heretofore 
found .insurmountable has been the super- 
heating of the air and steam prior to their 
entrance into the fire-box. The air has in- 
variably cooled the steam. If Mr. Thayer 
has overcome this difficulty the puble good 
will require him to extend the application of 
his invention from the more profitable field he 
has chosen to the more sorely smoke-drenched 
city.
